1. SCHEBALIN's record in the U.S. :

A. Entered U.S. 5 Peb 54 under PL HO Section 8, 

B. Was under contract to DOB for 9 months, until 31 October 1954. 

C. Transferred to 00 as disposal/resettlement case 1 Nov 54. 

D. January 1955 moved vlth family to Philadelphia. Began vork 
as mathematical cooqputer at Brown Instrument Division of Minneapolis Hbney- 
vell. 



E. In 1955 en^roHed at LaSalle College nights. 

FI June 5^ placed on Coomiunlcations Watch List. 

G. Jan 57 mentioned In IBI report on IsAlgrant SEELBCSKY, who 
vas helped by SCHEBALIN in filling out his Allen Registration Questionnaire 
ATM^ put false information on the questionnaire because be did not kXK>v)& 
SCHEBALIN's background. 

H. In 00 periodic status report for Jan 56 SCHEBALIN Is refe rred to 
as a "permanexrt resident under PL HO Section 8". Report states SCHEBALIN 
"is looking forward to getting his cltlaensbip in about two years". 
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2. Concerning changes of name: 

A. Subject was bom Hostlslav L'vovlch ANTONOV 30 Nov 20. 

B. FRQ I on subject, made out In 195^ > stated that subject changed 
his name In May 19^5 from ANTONOV to FRBULICH to avoid repatriation. Se then 
changed his name in May or June 19^^ to Sergei SCHEBAXiIN in Kempton, U.S. 

Zone of Germeuay, to avoid repatrlatlrt« '‘"hieet's PRQ I (English version) 
appears to have been filled out by ^ ^ (p) on the basis of 

interviews . 

C. Attachment A to this aide memolre states that subject changed his 

name legally to SCHEBALIN in June 1950 at the Munich Amt fuer Krlmlnaltechnlshche 
Statlstik. Ihls statament Is tahen from "additional biographic lif ormatlon'^ 
forwarded to Headquarters with subject's PRO This additional biographic 
information presumably was collected by^^ ^by personal Interview with 
Subject. — ^ 



D. The only handwritten PRQ I of subject's available says "See 
autobiography" In the entry for aliases, name changes, etc. Ihe English 
translation of sbbject's augoblography Is a little conflosed about subject’s 
changes of names, but Indicates that the name SCHEBAIIN was first nsed by 
subject very shox^ly after the end of the war. Ihe autobiography says nothing 
about any legal registered name changes. 

E. With reference to pcra^aph C 2 C above, note that subject's 
German Identity *■*—■«* document ( Kbnnknrte ) 'idileh he held at the time 

he filled out his FRQ I was Issued 20 June 1^30 in Menningen, Germany (%rest of 
Munich). This document was obtained in the name of SCHEBALIN. It is possible 
that SUBJECT did change his naine legally at this time. 

F. Note that SHEBALIN is subject's mother's maiden name.
